Frankfort was chiefly remarkable to 
me on account of three men whom I 
met. One was a German newspaper 
proprietor; another was a rich manu- 
facturing chemist; the third the di- 
rector of the bureau through which 
they find out for German families the 
condition of German prisoners in the 
camps in Russia, England and France. 

This last gentleman made an ap- 
peal to us as American newspaper 
men to enlist help for the cause of the 
German civil prisoners in Russia. He 
said that, at the beginning of the war, 
all the belligerent nations interned 
many civilinns of opposing national- 
ities. Thousands of Germans in Rus- 
sia (he said the number would come 
to nearly half a million) were arrested 
and sent to Siberia. Arriving in the 
small Siberian towns they were turned 
loose to shift for themselves. As they 
left the trains the Russians sald, “look 
out for your own lives” and left them 
to shift for themselves in the wilds 
of Biberia. 

MONEY NEVER GETS THERE. 


He sald it was no use for Germany 
to send them money because it would 
never get there. If money were raised 
in the United States and conveyed in 
person by committees of American 
Citizens he thought the Russian gov- 
ernment could not refuse entry. He 
said that thousands of such interned 
German civilians were undoubtedly 
starving. 

At a dinner given by the Mayor of 
the city, I sat next to one of the own- 
ers of the |} rankfurter Zeitung, who 
Was a very charming young man and 
who knew America very well. He 
was the first man and the only one I 
have met in Germany who realized 
the folly of all the solemn arguments 
that the government sends across the 
Atiantic. “I had a good lesson when 
I first went to America,” he said, “I 
was then a young man just out of 
the university. The night of my ar- 
rival I was called upon by a reporter 
who wished to know my opinion of 
the relations between France and Ger- 
many, just then badly strained. I was 
tired and felt that I could not arrange 
my ideas on such an important sub- 
ject with sufficient clearness. I told 
him I must be excused but that the 
next day I would carefully arrange 
what I had to say. He never came back 
and his paper never forgave me. I 
had a letter of introduction to the 
editor but he would never receive me. 
I understand now my mistake. In the 
firet place if I had been prepared to 
really say something of moment 
about France and Germany, the re- 
porter probably wouldn't have printed 
what I said; he would have printed 
some gay version of his own. If by 
some miracie he had quoted me cor- 
rectly, no one would read it. What I 
said and what the reporter said would 
not have mattered much. The only 
one who mattered was the head-line 
writer.” 

GERMANY'S HOPES. 


One evening we spent with Carl 
Weinberg, a manufacturer of chem- 
als, who struck me as being the big- 
gest man I had met in commercial 
Germany. He spoke very frankly of 
conditions. He said that the hope of 
commercial Germany was in retaining 
the good feeling and good opinion of 
foreign business men. He said as the 
manufacturer of the product which it 
Was always supposed Germany could 
force other nations to buy, he cher- 
ished no such delusions. Hate,“ he 
said, “does not get trade.” He ad 
ded, however, that he thought the 
feeling between individual American 
firms and individual German factories 
never had been affected by the con- 
troversies of this war. He said, how- 
ever, that America couldn't wait for 
dyestuffs forever. If the war lasted 
over two years, there was every prob- 
ability that the United States would 
begin making its own dyes. This was 
a long and difficult process. Some of 
the German colors, he said, were the 
result of years of patient research by 
chemists who had devoted their lives 
to the search. America could do the 
same if it had to, but finding dye 
colors was, in ordinary circumstances, 
no kind of a job for America. As 
far as could be anticipated, he said, 
Germany could expect a great boom 
after the war. There will have de- 
veloped an enormous demand for the 
tled-up German factory products. 
Germany would have begun to need 
certain American goods very badly. 
The prospect was that American 
trade would be resumed with an enor- 
mous rush. 

I asked him what would happen if 
Germany fatled to collect any m- 
demnity and found Itself faced with 
the problem of paying the enormous 
war debt. He said that the govern- 
ment would undoubtedly have to take 
over as government monopolies cer- 
tain lines of manufacturing and trade. 
In other words, the German govern- 
ment will have to go into the business 
of making money on its own hook. 
It will have to earn, through govern- 
ment monopolies, the money to pay 
its bills and debts. 

From Frankfort we went to Mainz 
and from Maing to Wiesbaden and 
from Weilsbaden to Cassel. Mainz 
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French and Russian officers are con- 
fined. Wiesbaden didn't interest me 
at all, except to wonder how tourists 
in their sane minds could be bunked 
into going there. It's what we call in 
America a sucker town. They give 
you a lot of bad smelling water which 
you drink in the happy delusion that 
it is curing you of something. How- 
ever, somebody has to separate the 
easy mark from his dough. Good 
hunting, Wiesbaden! 

WHERE HESSIANS WERE SOLD. 
Cassel is the home of a famous en- 
gine factory; it is also famed as the 
place from which the Hessians were 
sold to fight America. In which con- 
nection something interesting hap- 
pened. 

The New England doctor of divinity 
rode in the carriage with the Mayor 
of the town. As he rode past one 
of the former residential seats of the 
Grand Duke of Hesse, he innocently 
mentioned the fact that the illus- 
trious Grand Duke had cleaned up 
quite a tidy bunch of money by sell- 
ing men to fight America. Such a 
remark in America would have been 
gayly flung back. It was such a bully 
chance for an exchange of repartee 
that I waited for the come-back with 
a grin. 

To our astonishment, the Mayor 
stopped the car and was about to get 
out. He had been insulted. Can you 
beat that! Then, of course, we all 
deplored the bad taste of the doctor 
of divinity. We would all have done 
exactly as he did. But why not jump 
on him? There he was an easy mark 
to jump on and we had fine hob nails 
in our boots, 80, of course, we all 
leaped, landing on his right ear. Why 
not? It was almost as much fun as 
abusing the umpire. It was a very 
interesting international incident. 
To my mind, one of the most se- 
rious faults of Germany as a nation 
ie this refusal to admit its faults. It 
insists that it is right in every par- 
ticular and in every phase, and, if 
you don't think so, off it stumps 
growling under its breath. 

In this connection, I was much in- 
terested in two or three lively quar- 
rela that happened en reute. To my 
great rejoicing I was in the middle 
of all of them. Everybody got in- 
sulted. But here was the point: the 
insulted Germans ground their walk- 
ing sticks into the ground and stamped 
off, sputtering and snorting. The in- 
sulted Hollanders withdrew into a 
cold shell from which they never again 
emerged. A little Rumanian poet 
with us always had a brainstorm 
from which he emerged smiling and 
good natured. The Americans, on 
every such occasion, were nasty and 
crvel. When a German gets very 
angry, he addresses incoherent snort- 
ine remarks to the empty air. The 
American addresses deliberate and 
sarcastic shots where he knows they 
will hurt the most. The an 
merely growls to show that he has 
been offended and he doesn’t want to 
see you any more. If he gets ter- 
ribly insulted, he roars that you have 
insulted him and that he refuses to 
have further speech with you. The 
American, in similar circumstances, 
reaches for the spot that hurts and 
shoots in an insult that is never for- 
given and whose hurt is never healed. 
But the insult m be almost inhu- 
manly clever in its instinct for ten- 
der spots that are concealed. When 
he gets angry, the American tears 
out the secret of your soul that you 
never dreamed anyone knew and 
flaunts it in public with bitter words. 


THE ENGINE WORKS. 


This Henschal engine works at 
Cassel is great stuff and we would 
like to have put in an entire 
there. They told us, among othe: 
things, that the enormous troop 
trains of this war have convinced 
Germany of the necessity of using big- 
ger locomotives. Most of the Ger- 
man freight cars are dinky little 
bread boxes and locomotives of 1200 
to 1300 horse power were formerly 
big enough to handle the trains. The 
heavy troop trains, however, have 
made it n to run #0 many 
double-header trains that the error 
of this system of railroading has de- 
come plain. We saw the new engines 
bullding and most of them are big 
freighters of 2000 horse power that 
will be able to snake along the big 
military trains without difficulty. 
What they told us at the engine works 
strikingly corroborated what Herr von 
Weinburg had told us about the ne- 
ceasity of having good feeling as a 
foundation for international trade. 
Before the Morocco incident, the 
Cassel engine people had an immense 
trade with France. After that inci- 
dent, the French rallroads stopped 
buying German rolling stock. They 
told us that about 60 per cent. of 
the product of the Henschal locomo- 
tive works is sold abroad—in South 
America, China and Japan. 

At the outbreak of the war, it was 
expected at the factory that the 
product would be cut down almost to 
the closing point. The demand for 
locomotives was so brisk, however, 
that the German government released 
600 men from the army and sent 
them back to the works. In the big 
machine rooms, we saw women work- 
ing at the turning lathes with the 
men. There are about a hundred of 
them, all being wives of mechanics 
now at the front. The superintendent 
of the factory told me that they do 
fine machine work and are paid 
something less than the men. 

THE GERMAN WOMEN. 

Ever since I came to Germany I 
have been anxious to find some woman 
with real ideas on the subject of Ger- 
man women. Everywhere I have 
seen women doing the work of men 
—running street cars, sweeping streets, 
tending to stores, handling the gang 
planks of steamers like longshoremen, 
even shoveling coal in the railroad 
yards. I have wondered if these wom- 
en will ever be content to go back 
to the kitchen again and resume their 
places as adoring housewives, regard- 
ing their husbands as a variety of 
hereditary deity. In Cassel I found 
the woman who could discuss the 
question. She was a handsome, in- 
telligent, aristocratic young housewife. 
You could see she was the first lady 
of that part of Hesse. Her husband 
owned the Henschal engine works. 
She is the Frau Hildegarde Henschal. 
Her father is a lieutenant-general and 
a commander of a corps, one of her 
brothers is aid-de-camp to one of 
the generals of the Emperor, The 
other isa captain. 

As We were passing a very beautiful 
mansion in the most fashionable part 
of the city, she leaned from the car 
and sald eagerly: “See, those are my 
babies.” She pointed out two flaxen- 
haired littie children who were 
standing with their nurse on the side- 
walk. “I am so grateful to the good 
God.“ she said, “that my little ba- 
bies are both boys. They will grow up 
and fight for Germany. We German 
women,” she added very seriously, 
“must have many boy babies now. I 
am glad to know that in England there 
are more girl babies than boys. We 
German women have more boys“ It 
was then that she told me what I have 
quoted at the first of this series of ar- 
ticlese—that she would rather see her 
father, and brothers and husband 
brought home dead than see one inch 
of Germany's conquered territory 
given up. 

HER VIEW OF FUTURE. 


Then I handed her a pretty stiff 
question. I pointed out that the whole 
cohesion and strength of Germany lies 
in tte constant danger and in its com- 
pressed boundaries; that the Ger-

I agked her if this will not 
bring about a change in the national 
spirit and begin a certain and sure 
disintegration. The question seemed to 
her so preposterous that you could 
see that she hated to answer, but she 
gathered her ideas and said this: “T 
think you are wrong. It is a fact that 
history has many such examples. A 
people in a constant danger are strong; 
then out of their strength they de- 
molish their dangers; they begin to 
deteriorate as soon as their dangers 
vanish. But in the case of Germany 
it will be different, because the in- 
herent character of the German its dif- 
ferent. The German is modest. He has 
no wish to be a conquerer. When he 
goes to another country he immedi- 
ately adopts the language of the 
country and his children forget Ger- 
man in a generation. When he is at 
home he has no wish to conquer adja- 
cent territory. All he wants is to be let 
alone. What vou are thinking of is 
the gorged appetite of a people who 
wish to conquer.” 
She told me that she thought that 
the German women would always feel 
their pride in supplementing the work 
of their husbands: that the very mil- 
itary necessities of Germany, in fact, 
the demand for a constant supply of 
children, would keep in the mind of 
the German woman the real sphere 
of her proper activities. She said that 
in Germany it was more apparent that 
women were doing a real service to 
the public and to the state in raising 
their children and tending to their 
ae than in countries where women 
have begun to campaign for votes. She 
says the German woman is made to 
realize by the conditions around her 
the full pubile importance of her do- 
mestic life. 
She did add, however, that she 
thought the present commercial activ- 
ity of women will result in their get- 
ting wages nearer the wages of men. 
A woman cook, for instance, gets 
about 60 marks, while a man cook gets 
15Q to 200 marks. However, the man 
cook finds himeelf. 

The last night we were in Cassel 
they gave us a big banquet in the City 
Hall. I sat next Dr. Carl Mense, who 
has been doing some remarkably in- 
teresting work in German sanitation. 
He sald thie was the fret war in his- 
tory in which the deaths from disease 
did not exceed those from bullets. 

WAS WITH STANLEY. 
He said that he was surgeon with 
the Henry M. Stanley expedition that 
went to find Livingstone, and that while 
in Africa he began a life study of 
tropical diseases. The German War 
Office, which thinks of everything, en- 
gaged him to study the proper means 
of preventing the spread of any trop- 
ical diseases that might be brought in 
by the French Turco troops and the 
British Indian contingent. He said 
there has been less danger from this 
source than was expected, but that 
other maladies in other directions 
were equally surprising. He said one 
of the medical problems of the war is 
heart trouble due to the tremendous 
physical strains. The nervous troubles 
that are developing from the war, he 
said, will afflict future generations of | 
all warring nations. 
“It is partly the strain of being 
under such continuous fire, nothing 
like which wag ever before seen in the 
world; partly the effect of losing so 
much sleep in the trenches. Men lose 
sleep to such an extent that they 
have to be sent home for a rest. When 
they get home they find the reaction 
from the trenches has an effect just 
as serious as the noise of the 
trenches. They can't sleep when they 
get home. When the war is over these 
young soldiers will soon recover from 
the nerve exhaustion for the time be- 
ing. But it will come on again when 
they are about 40. It will be the most 
serious effect of the war.“ ‘

LUMBER FOR 
ALLIES’ AIRSHIPS. 


ORDER FOR ONE MILLION FEET 
IS RECEIVED AT GRAY’S 
HARBOR. 


‘BY MHIRECT WIRE—EXCLOUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
ABERDEEN (Wash.) Oct. 3.—Bng- 
lish orders for approximately 1,000,- 
000 feet of spruce and fir lumber 
have been received at Gray Harbor 
mills within the past ten days. The 
orders specify that the lumber is to 
be aboard cars here by October 165. 
It will be sent to Seattle and there 
transferred to the steamship Minne- 
sota, which is due to leave that port 
about October 25 for England. 

The orders are the largést of many 
which have been dispatched to Eng- 
land within the past ninety days. Ac- 
cording to advices received by lum- 


en here. the Minnesota will car- 
ry upward of 2,500,000 feet of lum- 
ber when she leaves Seattle. The 


cargo will consist largely of spruce, 
a part of which will be used in aero- 
plane stock. Lumbermen here gen- 
erally declare the markets have im- 
proved considerably and they look 
forward to a comparatively good win- 
ter and to a better Spring. 


MINE WRECKED 
THE HESPERION. 


NAVAL OFFICERS TO cor 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Naval offi- 
cers assigned to examine pieces of 
metal said to have been found aboard 
the Allen liner Hesperion before she 
sank off the Irish Coast, September 4, 
are virtually convinced that the ves- 
sel was wrecked by a mine. Their 
findings will be submitted to Secretary 
Daniels this week. 


While there has never been a for- 
mal announcement on the subject, dis- 
patches from London have credited 
the British Admiralty with the belief 
that the Hesperton was torpedoed 
without warning by a German sub- 
marine. 

Some time after the Hesperion went 
down the German government pre- 
sented a memorandum stating that 
none of ite submarines was in the vi- 
cinity at the time the vessel was 
wrecked.

American Federation of Labor are in 


the public school teachers of the city 
along lines dictated by Sam Gompers, 
with whose organization they are 
seeking to affiliate the local educatcrs. 
The presence of these disturbers 
and the character of their activities is 
well known to the officials of our 
school system and to some of the 
teachers themselves, it is admitted 
even by those in the inner sanctuaries 
of the Labor Temple. 

Lead by Superintendent Francis, 
those in authority have taken an un- 
compromising stand against the effort 
to prostitute the cause of education to 
the self-seek ends of unionism. 
It ie held that the nature of the trust 
confided to the teachers is such as to 
bar them from honorably affiliating 
with any body of educators whose ob. 
ject is the advancement of other 
things than education. While no of- 
ficial notice is given out, for obvious 
reasons, it is probable that any overt 
act in the direction of unionization 
among the teachers would be the sig- 
nal for summary, action. 

The plan of work adopted here is 
similar to that employed in Chicago 
and in other large cities of the coun- 
try where the Gompers propaganda is 
active. For the most part it is in 
the hands of what Vice-President 
Jacob M. Lieb of the Chicago Board 
of Education calls “lady labor slug¢- 
gers,” the whole being a single plan 
on the part of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor to bring the schools of 
the country under the domination of 
Gompers and unionism. 
Tiring of the activities of a per- 
son, who, though outside the school 
system, presumed to act for the cor- 
porate teaching body, the Chicago 
Board of Education recently took a 
flat-footed stand for freedom and 
the shackles that threatened 
to strangle ite whole school system. 
Beaten, Gompers and others of his 
stripe issued a defi to the nation. In 
plain terms, they stated that the 
schools are to be unionized: that the 
Federation of Labor shall dictate an 
educational system for America. 
With no body of suffitient repre- 
sentativeness to act for the nation’s 
teachers, the seed of discontent, 
which, it is h „ wil ripen 
in abundant cash returns to the de- 
pleted treasury of the Federation of 
Labor, are being sown by methods 
that are invidious, but effective. It is 
sort of a linked chain affair, each 
labor council having a hand in the 
scheme. 

In Chicago, the laborites 
under the name of the 
Teachers’ Federation. Ita methods 
were simplicity itself. The Federa- 
tion drafted the wage budget for the 
school, and “sob sisters” were de- 
‘tailed to see former pupils of influ- 
ence and have them use their efforts 
to see-that the budget went through.

What do 
the mountains think of us, they are 
greater than we.’ His friend answered 
him by saying that when a hill is 
erushed it does not know it, but not 
so with an army of men. Our rea- 
son is the source of our sorrow as 
well as of our joy. 

“This power to reason is a God- 
given power. It is after all the su- 
preme powe rof the human soul, En- 
lightened reason, chastened by humble 
faith in God, makes us kin to God 
himself. It is a power of soul which 
is intended to help us solve life’s big 
problems and answer the mysterious 
questionings of the human soul. If we 
knew how to reason properly as we 
face these experiences and observa- 
tions we would be able to extract from 
any and all of them the sum total of 
human joy. A man who takes the 
Heavenly Father into account in his 
processes of intelligence has a sure 
specific for all the dangers of deep 
thinking and the temptations to which 
the deep thinker is always exposed. 
The ultimate act of the human power 
of reason is the discovery of God as 
the first great cause. That has given 


Noth- 
ing less can satisfy. 

“It is a great joy to discover the 
eternal purpose in the universe about 
us. There is only a cloud of mystery 
at each end of a dark valley to any 
thinker who stops short of the revela- 
tions of the Christian religion. But to 
the Christian reasoner all things in 
life are possible of a final analysis and 
arrangement that will finally be 
worked out through providence to the 
good of all those who know and be- 
lieve and live the truth. Every final 
result of high thinking leads inevi- 
tably to this conclusion. God is the 
final end of all things. He is love 
anil our lives are hid with Christ in 
Him. That is the consciousness that 
makes it possible for a rational crea- 
ture to endure suffering. Otherwise 
suffering could only be endured by the 
dumb brute who does not know that 
he can end it all in suicide. That Slo- 
rious consciousness of the abiding re- 
sults of righteousness in life holds us 
steady while the pains and agonieé 
of suffering wring tears from our eyes 
and moans from our lips. Only that 
giorious, rational, final conclusion to 
the whole matter makes us bear our 
present ills. 

“Reason has taught us that only 
right makes right. We are convinced 
in our judgments that righteousness 
is the only final victory of the future. 
What a joy there is in that. We may 
be beaten in the contest by unfair 
means but the pure soul knows that 
there is a deeper and better victory 
than the figures on the score boar 
that do not represent fair play. There 
is the victory of a knowledge of un- 
flinching rectitude that no man can 
take from us. That is a joy in reason. 
How this noble power helps us to hold 
fast to all that we have believed in 
our holy faith. No wonder the 
church believes in education. It is 
the hope of the final triumph of Christ 
and hig church. When we know 
enough we will all bow the knee to 
Him and our tongues will confess that 
He is the Lord to the glory of God 
the Father. Religious joy to be last- 
ing must be grounded in reason.”

CAME THE INFALLIBLE SOURCE 
OF HUMAN ENLIGHTMENT. 


Rev. J. H. Leiper of Portland, Or., 
preached yesterday morning at the 
United Presbyterian Church, Wash- 


"Watchman, What of the 
Night?’ This question is asked by 
one outside of the nation and church 
of Israel, with the implied belief that 
an expectancy of the political and 
moral outlook would be more  ac- 
curately discerned by a student of in- 
spired prophesy than by mere secu- 
larists. The answer: ‘The morning 
cometh and also the night,” indicates 
a mingling of light and darkness, a 
struggle on the part of the light to 
dispel the darkness. The contest has 
been going on from the very begin- 
ning of the history of fallen humanity. 
For 2600 years the light emanated 
directly from God Himself by divine 
communication with chosen leaders of 
the race, as Enoch, Noah and Abra- 
ham and David and a line of prophets. 

“In the fullness of time the bright 
and morning star arose, declaring 
himself to be the light of the worid 
while he remained in it. (John, ix:56.) 
As before the advent of the eternal 
son of God, so, after His return to 
the Father, inspired revelation be- 
came the infallible source of human 
enlightenment, which, under the 
powerful influence of the third per- 
son of the godhead, makes men wise 
unto salvation through faith in Jesus 
Christ. (II Tim. 11:15.) 

“One hundred years ago no Bible 

society existed. Now, through the ac- 
tivity of Bible societies, both in Eu- 
rope and America, 14,000,000 Bibles 
and parts thereof, in about 500 lan- 
guages and dialects. are annually dis- 
tributed among the people of the 
earth. What mighty results are fol- 
lowing this great work of divine 
truth! 
“One hundred years ago there were 
no organized missionary societies. 
Now 20,000 missionaries are at work. 
in former pagan lands. As a sample 
of resulta we cite Korea, where 250, 
000 have taken Christ for their 
Sevior. During the Boxer persecution 
in China 16,000 Chinese Christians 
suffered martyrdom. 

“Mohammedans everywhere in large 
numbers are attending Christian mis- 
sion schools and very many of them 
have discarded the Koran and ac- 
cepted the Christian Bible as the 
guide to heaven. As a result of the 
Christian instruction given in Robert 


College young men of Turkey have 


become students of the Bible. Thou- 
sands of copies of God's word have 
found their way into the homes of 
that ‘sick man of Europe,’ bearing its 
blessing with it. Countless copies of 
the New Testament have been put 
into the hands of soldiers in the 
trenches, Without regard to nation- 


ality, and are being read gladly by

them, resulting, no doubt, in the sal- 
vation of very many as they stand 
exposed to the missiles of death. 

“In our own country from 1890 to 
1906 eight new Protestant churches 
went up every day. In 1911 3000 per- 
sons per week professed Christian 
conversion. These facts all indicate 
the victory light is obtaining over 
darkness. Note in the next place the 
recession of the powers of-the king- 
dom of darkness before the advance 
of the light. We are living under 
the administration of the Holy Spirit, 
Christ's only vicar on earth. Read- 
ing John xvi:7-11 you will see that a 
part of His mission is the overthrow 
of anti-Christ that Christ may put 
all His enemies under His feet. This 
He is doing by the drying up of the 
Euphrates (Rev. xvi:12.) That is the 
overthrow of the false prophet, and 
with him must also go the beast 
(Rev. xix:20.) The careful student 
of prophecy, with the daily paper be- 
fore him, side by side with his Bible, 
needs not to be told what elements 
of anti-Christ are meant by the beast 
and false prophet. 

“Tt is a very interesting study to 
arrive at a satisfactory conclusion as 
to what ie meant by the ‘three un- 
clean spirits like frogs coming aut 
of the mouth of the dragon and out 
of the mouth of the beast and out of 
the mouth of the false prophet.’ 
(Rev. xvi:13.) We may easily see the 
fulfillment of Rev. xvi:17. Never 
since time began was there war ‘in 
the air. We are certainly living m 
times portentous of a radical change 
of human outlook. Repent, for the 
Son of man is about to assert His au- 
thority among the nations to a de- 
gree not recognized hitherto.”

REV. CHESTER FERRIS. 
PARK CONGREGATIONAL. 
CHRISTIAN DISCIPLES OF THIS WORLD 
AND THE HEAVENLY HOSTS EXPECT 
THE CHURCH TO TRIUMPH. 

Yesterday was observed as Rally 
Day at the Park Congregational 
Church. Rev. Chester Ferris, the pas- 
tor, spoke on the fitting subject of 
“The Church Triumphant,” taking his 
text from Hebrews xii: 22-24. He said 
in part: 

“The author has been descanting 
on the superiority of the new 
revelation over the old, of the new 
convenant over that at Sinal. He is 
one of those seers of the faith, who 
beholds in heaven the eternal plan 
which is being worked out upon 
earth. As James J. Hill saw the long 
railroad to the Pacific and teeming 
farms stretched along its path before 
they had laid the first rail; as the 
managers of the exposition saw that 


4|dream of beauty and value before the 


first trench had been dug. so this au- 
thor sees in heaven the archetype for 
the church. Before it was founded, 
and now as in the midst of obstacles 
terrible it was moving forward, the 
reality was in the mind of God, and 
being there, its success was certain. 
Rising from the crude forms of the 
present little groups of persecuted 
but faithful Christians in those first 
times in the mighty empire, he lifts 
up his praise of the church 
triumphant. 

“It is a description in few, but 
glorious words. He points out the 
contrast between Sinai and Zion. 
From the first came forth the law, 
God's invitations to righteousness, 
but met by a people's guilt, which 
caused them to fear and to tremble 
exceedingly. And through the cen- 
turies, the system of sacrifices, which 
had originated there, the guilt had 
not been lifted, comfort of forgive- 
ness had not come. Now the sunny 
slopes of Zion appeal to the Christian. 
Not here are violent manifestations 
of nature, emphasizing the severity of 
God, but the fair face of His Son. the 
blood that He shed speaketh not as 
that of Abel, of vengeance, but of 
mercy. He is the mediator of a new 
covenant in which it is disclosed that 
though man may not win his way to 
God by sacrifices, God wins His way 
into man's redemption by the sacrifive 
of Himself in the giving of His Son. 
At this spectacle, the general as- 
sembly of the angels rejoice. The 
whole company of Christian disciples 
of this world and the unseen hosts 
anticipate the final triumph. 

“To us in the conflict, the foes to 
the church seem most obstinate and 
perhaps insurmountable. The enemies 
within, sectarianism, bigotry, selfish 
ambition, indifference to spiritual 
ideals, the foes without, such as the 
Armenian massacres; the hatred of 
war, materialism in our nation and 
city, may daunt the stoutest mind. 
Then let him remember the prophet 
on the mountain, with the enemies’ 
army in view, but also the vision of 
the greater unseen hosts, and the 
writer in Hebrews, who sees growing 
out of present insufficiency, the 
church triumphant.”

REV. SCOTT ANDERSON. 
SOUTH PARK CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
LUST FOR GREATER NATIONAL POWER, 
AM SNESS 


BITION AND COVETOU 
CAUSE OF THE WAR. 


Rev. Scott Anderson, pastor of South 
Park Christian Church, preached yes- 
terday on “The Cause of the War.” 
He said in part: 


“When the apostie James asked the 
question: "Whence come wars and 
fightings among you? Come they not 
of your lusts?’ he gave to ‘war’ a wide 
application, made that term to include 
all irregularities, eruptions. dissentions 
and conflicts in every sphere of hu- 
man life, and suggested the common, 
universal cause. 

“In every soul there is a war raging. 
In the worldly person it ie between 
lust and the natural conscience, in the 
Christian heart between lust and the 
quickened conscience. It will continue 
until one of the contestants is van- 
quished, which will mean life or death 
for the soul. 

“Sickness is war in the physical 
realm between the forces that would 
perpetuate and those that would end 
one’s existence. If God reigned su- 
preme in heart, mind and life disease 
would be impossible, but evil desires, 
emotions, deeds opposing the suprem- 
acy of good produce physical war in 
which fever is the heat of battie and 
chill the hand of death. 

“Infelicity and atrife within the 
home e domestic war. Evil is always 
on one battle front, frequently on both. 
So long as selfishness, a domineering 
spirit, unprovoked jealousy, a lack of 
love-making and discourtesy remain in 
that home the war will last and the 
home be destroyed, but the presence 
of Christ there will bring peace and 
transform it into a vestibule of heaven. 
, “What we call class struggle is so- 
cial war. It arises not from a failure 
to comprehend that their interests are 
identical, but from an unwillingness 
to obey the golden rule and grant jus- 
tice to the other fellow; this age-long 
conflict will continue until grace over- 
comes 

“Whence came civil war in Ameri- 
ca? Came it not from a lust for pow- 
er and exploitation? And is not the 
same cause back of the long-drawn- 
out struggle in Mexico? There will 
continue to be civil wars so long as 
selfishnem outweighs patriotism and 
love for fellow citizens. 

“And now may we ask what is the 
cause of the present, great interna- 
tonal war? I believe the suggestion 
of St. James applies to thie war also. 
it comes from lust—lust for greater 
national power and for *commercial 
supremacy. Yes, unbridied ambition 
and covetousness, or the tnordtnate 
lust for gold, is filling Europe with 


widows and orvhans and new-made 


graves, destroying the civilization of a 
continent and the tranquility of the 
world, and the end is not yet. 

“We have discovered that — 
and carnal desires are the cause of 
every disturbance, conflict, war that 
arises among men, and having aecer- 
tained the cause it is easy to know 
the cure, Just as light drives out 
darkness, heat banishes cold, and sub- 
Stance destroys space, so the presence 


of God and His perfect. reign will 
prevent all war and bring rfect 
peace, ‘sweet peace the gift God's 


love,” into soul, body, home, society. 
nation and world. 

“Perhaps you are wondering if the 
world is about to apply that remedy 
and reach that goal? The world is 
wiser than ever before, the earth has 
been explored more extensively, bored 
into deeper and men have flown higher 
above it than at any previous time; 


have wrested more of nature's secrets 
from her, have a higher-gauged civil- 
ization and a more refined way of do- 
ing crue] things than any previous 
generation, but I do not believe the 
world is morally better in the sense 
that it has a larger per cent. of gold- 
en-rule people or is more ready to ac- 
cord to all the full exercise of their 
divine rights than formerly, for the 
number of the unemployed ie at the 
maximum and we have the biggest 
trusts and the most horrible war of all 
the ages. We say of a typhoid pa- 
tient, he must get worse before he can 
get better, and so I believe after this 
world crises is over and its lessons 
learned there will follow an age of 
universal righteousness, peace and 
good-will.”

You have many 
laymen of ability and standing, but 
why do you not bring into this great 
business of the church some of your 
big men, eminent in character and 
goodness? Your city is facing moral 
and social problems, but no strong 
prophetic voice is heard from within

Nowadays it is a truism that the only 
path to success and glory is through 
a Willingness to sacrifice. 

“Jesus Christ made it clear from 
the beginning that the success of His 
religion depended upon the willing- 
ness of His followers to sacrifice 
themselves un His behalf. Take up 
your cross daily, and follow Me’ is 
a principle, rather than a precept in 
the Christian life. The kingdom of 
God can only be advanced when the 
partisans of Christ keep His cause 
first, above every other concern of 
life. The rank and file of our people 
have yet to learn this. 

“When our Lord made His entry as 
the Messiah into Jerusalem, He called 
for a fresh animal to carry Him—a 
colt whereon no man ever yet sat.

The sale 
of cast-off clothing is the largest 
item of revenue in the report of the 
City Mission Society. This also is 
symbolic. Religion among us is too 
much on the second-hand clothing 
basis, an effort to support God's work 
with the things we have no other use 
for. God gets only the time we have 
left over from our business, our home 
duties and our pleasures. God's work 
receives only the moneys left over 
when taxes to Caesar are paid, and 
sacrifices to mammon and all the 
secular deities are offered. The weak- 
ness of the church must be traced to 
this. We do not ‘honor the Lord with 
the first fruits.. God wants our first 
love always, and our newest things in 
His work. 

“When the churchmen of Los An- 
geles begin in truth to offer real sac- 
rifices to Jesus Christ, they will at- 
tain moral power and greatness, and 
discover what spiritual joy is. Then 
Los Angeles will go

“America: Its Opportunity and its 
Responsibility” was the theme of a 
sermon by Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin at 
the First Unitarian Church yester- 
day. The pastor said in part: 

© American never sees things as 
they are; he always sees them trans- 
formed by his conception of what they 
are to be. It is this leaning forward 
into life that gives him his enthusiasm, 
his vigor, his joy, his genius for over- 
coming difficulties and is the source of 
nearly all his power. It is also the 
source of many of his troubles and 
difficulties. His faith in the future has 
led him into all kinds of pitfalls and 
will-o-the-wisps; it has made him open 
to all sorts of delusions and vagaries. 
fur desire should be not that this 
faith in the future should ever di- 
minish, but that we may project our- 
selves forward more accurately by a 
better understanding of the present. 

“A forward leaning people like the 
American could scarcely be other than 
religious, for faith in the future is the 
first essential of religion. But forward 
looking is hard on ecclesiasticism, for 
ecclesiasticism is essentially back- 
ward looking. A great and imposing 
institution is necessarily dependent up- 
on an unshaken and an unshakable 
reverence for the past. Thus eccle- 
siasticiem and religion have been in 
constant conflict in America. The re- 
sult has been that ecclesiasticism has 
suffered; so has organized religion to 
rome extent, because ecclesiasticiesm 
furnished this forward looking religion 
no adequate channel of expression and 
it has no adequate channel of its own. 

“A new religious faith often ex- 
presses itself in the form of irreligion; 
that is, it attacks the old order of 
things in its endeavor to set the spirit 
free. A new religious faith is almost 
invariably preceded by a period of un- 
faith or doubt. America has been 
passing through such a period in its 
endeavor to find religious forms that 
were congenial to its forward lean- 
ing life. 

“The passion for liberty has caused 
the churches of America to break up

OCTOPUS. 
Ten million dollars in increased State 


taxes and an additional $11,000,000 in 
county taxes over those from 1910-11—that 
is the tribute California pays this year to the 
octopus for the doubtful benefits of its pres- 
ent “Progressive” administration. The cost 
of. government to the governed is “progres- 
sing” according to the most approved for- 
mulas of geometric progression, If the ob- 
ject be State socialism, we are following 
that trend as surely as the thread follows 
the needle. That ratio of increase in taxes 
is certainly approaching government confis- 
cation of private property. 

Even the forbearance of self-interest has 
ceased to be a curb to administrative ex- 
travagance; the greed of the California .* 
eater grows daily more insatiate. He has 
become a monster octopus, sucking revenue 
from the arteries of labor, industry and 
commerce. And after reading the facts set 
forth in the Sacramento correspondence of 
Sunday's Times and here recapitulated, one 
cannot fall to understand why the fishy 
Johnson plunderbund is making such a des- 
perate effort to destroy every political 
party but its own. 

Over twenty-five new tentacles in the 
form of commissions and departments, 
‘with pay rolls aggregating more than 
$2,500,000, have been added to the already 
manytentacied octopus by the present 
administration; the number of State em- 
ployees is now near the 6000 mark and the 
swollen county government bills, which are 
all passed by the Legislature with the con- 
nivance and approbation of the various 
county machines, make the cost of county 
government in California about five times 
the average cost of county government in 
other American States. Comparative fig- 
ures compiled by the United States Census 
Bureau show that the per capita tax paid by 
a Californian for county government in one 
year would pay his county government tax 
in Vermont for 241 years. It was through 
juggling by “Progressive” politicians that 
our California statutes have been so manip- 
ulated that the State Legislature fixes the 
number of employees of every county and 
their salaries; and the counties, which have 
no Voice in fixing those pay rolls, must foot 
the bilis. Taxation without representation 
was tyranny in the American colonies in 
1776; it is a habit in California in 1915. 

When the notorious “single county” clas 
sification bill was passed by the 1911 Legis 
lature the California counties collected 
$31,188,120 in direct taxes for county pur 
poses. For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1914, just three years later, they collected 
$42,293,021 for the same purposes. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1911, 
the State expended $18,691,877. The ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1915, were $36,529,993. These figures 
for both county and State expenditures are 
taken from the official records of the State 
Controllers office. They tell more elo 
quently than words who is winning in the 
Conflict between the taxpayer and the tax 
eater. 

A part of the $36,000,000 was highway 
bond money; the exact amount cannot be 
given as the accounts have not yet been 
segregated in the State Auditors office; but 
at least $10,000,000 of it is political plunder.

The crushing weight of the German mili- 
tary machine was only about half so ‘heavy. 
The “Progressive” per capita tax on the 
California bread winner establishes a new 
record in high finance.

Never 
were “ins” better organized than in Call or- 
nia under the present regime, wherein 
county and State office holders are united 
against the common enemy, the taxpayer, 
who groans because his taxes are so high.

This sum forms the basis on which each 
politician draws his rations: he gets $100 in 
salary or patronage for each vote he con- 
trols. That is organization on the card in- 
dex plan.

of two and three at street corners and cor- 
ner groceries and berating the administra- 
tion that is making their taxes so high.

Will the men and women of 
California vote to kill off all political parties 
but Hiram Johnson's, vote to destroy all 


effect of such summary procedure is to 
cause, in a short time, losses to the work- 
ers which cannot be made up, even if the 
demands are ultimately granted, and to sub- 
ject employers to losses which must leave 
them less able to do permanently better by 
their employees. Wages and profit- lost by 
strikes are lost forever. 

Especially at this time, when great in- 
dustrial activity is by no means general, 
but is limited mostly to plants manufactur- 
ing things required by belligerent nations, it 
is folly for workers to give up their jobs in 
the hope that thus they may sooner or later 
force employers to pay them more for less 
work. For those who abandon their work 
there is today no other employment to 
which they can readily turn. And besides 
the loss of earnings there is the loss of 
good will between employers and employ- 
ees, which is of great value to both. 

Employers of labor do not hesitate to 
grant reasonable demands, properly pre 
sented, if conditions permit. In a few cases 
wage increases have been voluntarily made. 
But the presentation of even reasonable de- 
mands will arouse resentment when made 
belligerently and accompanied by a strike 
ultimatum, as has been far too often the 
case. 

It is to be regretted that among labor 
union leaders the delusion persists that a 
hostile attitude ig the first thing necessary

AKING MATTERS WORSE. 

The policy of labor-union agitators, to 
use the strike as a club in attempts to 
enforce compliance with demands for 
higher wages and shorter hours without 
wage reduction, is making matters worse 
by seriously interrupting the limited in- 
dustrial activity. 

News has come that the Crane Valve 
Company’s plant at Bridgeport, where 2000 
employees struck four weeks ago for higher 
pay and an eight-hour day, has been closed 
for an indefinite period. 

At New Haven a strike to enforce like 
demands has caused the shutting down of 
the National Folding Box and kt aper Com- 
pany’s factory, which employs 1000 workers. 

The Connecticut Federation of Labor has 
provided for the appointment of three spe- 
cial organizers, whose task will be to con- 
duct agitation for increased wages and 
shorter hours for all the industrial work- 
ers in the State. 

In Schenectady, N. Y., J. J. Keppler, vice- 
presicent of the International Association of 
Machinists, has begun a campaign to cause 
the 15,000 employees of the General Electric 
Company to formulate demands. Since in 
other places strikes followed Mr. Keppler’s 
arrival, it is to be feared that the same will 
soon be the case in Schenectady. It is un- 
derstood that the Genera! Electric Company 
has large Mussian contracts for War gup- 
plies. 

It goes without saying that workers will 
always seek to obtain the highest wages and 
the shortest hours that their employers can 
afford to grant. The desire to get all that 
one can is a part of human nature. There 
cannot be a reason to blame employees for 
presenting demands which they believe to

AN-AMERICAN partnership in Mexico 

is a good business proposition. 

The United States, having failed to 
establish peace and order by the elimination 
of Huerta, and Mexico being much farther 
away from popular constitutional govern- 
ment than it was on March 4, 1913, the 


Latin-American countries are asked to co- 
operate in setting up a government for it. 
That a certain hesitancy should be shown 
by some of them is natural. They fall in 
with President Wilson’s programme, but 
they do not show eagerness to accept re 
sponsibility. 

business outlook for the Pan- 
American countries is the prospect of float- 
ing loans in the United States if, through 
their help, a settlement of the Mexican 
muddie is had and the different factions 
agree on a compromise government that 
will inspire confidence. 

When the Pan-American financial confer 
ence met in Washington in May, the South 
American and other delegates who had come 
to the United States with the expectation 
of ob alning loans for their governments 
found a huge boulder in their path. The 
American bankers who were :ppealed to 
were receptive, but invariably pointed to 
the Mexican situation as the stacle that 
stood in the way. 

Most of the Pan-American representatives 
were able to show that their countries were 
not like Mexico; but, while the bankers a- 
mitted that much, they did not care to en- 
courage loan negotiations until Mexico 
ceased to be a disturbing element. Chap- 
ters of history yet to be written alone can 
tell how much the Pan-Americans had to do 
with the national administration taking the 
first step toward the preliminary means to 
begin to end the period of watchful waiting. 
The coincidence may be noted that this step 
followed the session of the Pan-American 
financia! conference. 

The moral influence of a loan is great. 
All the Mexican factions know that they 
cannot get it without the aid of the United 
States, which in this instance means that 
the Washington administration must stamp 
it O.K. Even then the bankers may hesi- 
tate, lest some future national administra- 
tion repudiate the moral guarantee, just as 
the present administration rept‘iated the 
Chinese loan policy of its predecessor. But 
with the Pan-American countries approving 
the general Mexican policy of the United 
States and cooperating in it, they may feel 
greater confidence. The Pan-American gfov- 
ernments, on their part, knowing that Mex- 
eo must have a loan before they can get 
one, and realizing that the precedent to be 
set by the governm nt of the Unite! States 
in standing back of that loan will serve 
the bankers for other loans, have a strong 
inducement to support the Washington pol- 
icy. Their partnership with this country in 
pacifying Mexico and keeping it pacified 
promises them legitimate return of a na 
tional business character. 

Closet sentimentalists may critcise this 
phase of the Pan-American intervention as 
sordid and material. It is neither. The 
Mexican question as an in ruatti nal one 
ie a business question. It is good business 
for the United States and Ceairal America 
to Insure domestic perce to Mexie and it 
will be g 4 business for the Mexicans to 
have it. Dollar diplomacy can do more for 
the Mexican peons that academic theories 
of constitutional government. 

sae Pan-American partnership with the 
United States has another beneficial aspect. 
The Pan-American par ers will not expect 
an Indian and mixed-blood population of 
14,000,000 to develop popular government 
over night. They know from experience the 
human limitations. 

All stages of progress in popriar govern- 
ment are represented among our Pan- 
American allles. Some verge closely on the 
Bome—the majority—are 
progressive oligarchies. A few have ad- 
vanced beyond this stage and are well- 
developed political machines, resting on the 
popular will as interpreted by self-selected 
leaders. None of them deceive themselves 
as to what they are and as to the slow 
growth of genuine representation and con- 
stitutional government. And none will ex- 
pect a rapid advancement by the Mexican 
population.
